Station, the 17th Street/SMC Expo Line Station, and the Marvin Braude Bike Trail along the 
beach, among others. With assistance from LADOT field crews, the Venice launch is part of a 
second implementation phase for Metro’s Bike Share Program to expand the bike share network 
beyond downtown Los Angeles.
